End ofa Hard Fought Law Suit in

MUSIT GO TO PRISON.

Gustay Werner Was Found Dead
on the Floor,

The Evidence Was All Against Spend-
love Who Will Now Suffer
the Penalty.

Toreka, Kan,, Feb. 10,—The supreme
court yesterday alternoon denied a re-
hearing in the case of Joseph Spendlove,
convicted in the lower court of murder
and sentonced to filteen years imprison-
ment, The decision brought to an end
ong of the hardest fonght eriminal cases
in the history of the state,

On the night of March 29, 1888, pistol
shots were heard in a room at 716 Kan-
sas avenoe, Passershy broke into the
house and found Gustay Werner dead
on the floor with a bullet hole through
his head and Spendlove weak from loss
of blood which fHlowed from & wound in
his neck, Spendlove was arrested flor
the murder as soon as 1t was thought he
wounld recover, which was the followin
October. At the trinl it was develupos
that the two men had quarreled over
the payment of rent. Spendlove plead-
ed sell-defense, and as he and Werner
were the only occupants of the house,
the evidence against him was pursly
circomstantial. e was found guilty
and sentenced to  twenty-one years in
the penitentiary, The case was up-
pealed to the supreme conrt on a writ
of error and a new trinl ordered. At
the second trinl Spendlove was found
guilty of man elanghiter in the first de-
gree and sentenced to fifteen vears in
the penitentiary,

Spendlove is employed at the Santa
Fe shops and has been out on $10,000
bail, His wife is a cousin of Senator
Voorhees of Indinna. and it was thought
at one time that Voorhees would de-
fend him.

Spondlove’s faithful wife has never
deserted him for a moment. She sat
throngh both trinls  and listened to
every scrap of evidence and watched
with interest every detail of the trial,
she hag never lost heart and never wa-
versd in the belief that Le is innocent
of the erime with which he is charged,
Charles Curtis, one of his attornevs,
snid yesterday that the case was settied
80 fur as the courts are concerned,
There is nothing more to do and an at-
tempt will be made to secure s pardon,

CANA 1GHE FPLANT.

Heed From Aviconw's Growth Will Be
Sown in Californla.

Parties were out yesterday gatherin
seedd from the cana igre plant whidf
they intend shipping to Californis
where it will be sown with & view of
raising it for tanning leather, The root
of this plant, commonly ealled the
tanning plant, has been uosed in
Venusuels for many vears instead of
bark and containg 16 per cent more
roperties for tanning purposes than the
st oak bark. The cana igre is found
in great abundance along the streams

{and in the lowlands of this valley while

in Venesuela it is confined solely to the
mountain districts.  This plant is also
found in several loealities in the south-
ern part of this territory along the line
of the Southern Pacilie railrond and
several carlonds are ehipped each year
to Houston, Texus, nnd various other
points throughout the Enst,

The quantity of this plant in the im-
mediate vicinity is sufficient to supply &
tannery for many vears and the eost of
digging it is much less than the price of
bark in the East,
